Bar usual, several appeals were Bade to various groups within 
aififSfifH a umber of previously trsnanttted talks on hussn rights end other subjects 
ware repeated during this period, both because of the personnel shortage sad beeesee 
the inproved seasonal atnoepherlo conditions ami transmitting facilities ban con- 
siderably l^nraved the receptivity in Albania as compared to this past winter seas on 
when these talks were originally transmitted and when recaption in Albania of BT8R0BEK' 
was poor. 
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TWo Iflgnroveaente were Bade this period by the tranomitting station which 
will undoubtedly serve both to Bake HTGR17B0Y Bore easily audible and store convenient 
to bear* These laproveaeats were the use of the powerful transmitters for gJJL 
BTORDBBf broadcasts and the addition of two more transmissions at 2030 ffifflP, thus 
incr easing the number of daily broadcasts to eight.
